ſhould be killed this night ; and that all the 
Poſts that could be could not prevent. ir. 
That they did this for the tyrannical Go- 
vernment that was over them, and to 
Imitate Scotland, who had got a priviledee by 
that courſe. 

1 have inſerted this as the belt Archive 
we have of that Rebellion, and which was the 
 oreateſt mercy thak ever Was thewn to the 
Engliſh Proteſtants in that Kingdom, For 
accordingly Mac Mahon and the Lord Mac- 
quire were preſently apprehended in that 
Town, ( Conally having eſcap'd from Mahon 
by pretending to eaſe his by y , and leaping 
over a wall to give notice of it, as afore-ſaid) 
and as ſpeedy notice as could be was given 
throughout the Kingdom, which preſerved 
many places and families, though the 1» 
fail'd not a' minute of their defigned- rifing. ; . 
Dublin Caſtle and City was firſt of all '(e- +: 
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curd, ' the Caſtle under the Government -0f - 
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none, . onely 10000 Aris , with 1500 Bat- 
rels of Powder, and Match and Lead aniivera- 
ble, when incame the Lord Blaney,, and Sir 
eArthur Terringham, and brought news, like 
Job's Meſſengers , of the danger, and formi- 
dableneſs of the Enemy , having already poſ- 
ſels'd themſelves of the moſt advantageous 
Paſſes and Forts, and divers Noblemens 
Houſes, and Caſtles, particularly the paſſage 
and Fort of the Newry, Which put the Town 
into a Conſternation.
